The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Third  Annual  Meeting. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Bristol  Royal  School  of  Industry  for  the 
Blind  are  glad  to  be  able  to  record  another  year  of  satis- 
factory progress.  Their  aim  has  been  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Institution  in  every  department,  and  while  the 
result  must  always  leave  much  to  be  desired,  they  feel  that  a great 
deal  has  been  accomplished  for  the  Blind  men,  women,  and 
children,  for  whose  benefit  their  best  efforts  have  been  made. 

For  the  first  time  in  its  history  the  School  is  quite  full. 
THE  SCHOOL.  The  last  Report  showed  99  pupils  in  residence,  while 
NUMBERS,  at  the  present  time  there  are  119  on  the  roll,  the 
increase  being  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  the  good 
work  which  is  being  done  here  is  becoming  more  widely  recognised 
and  appreciated.  Of  the  above  number,  87  are  under  16  years  of 
age,  while  32,  who  are  over  that  age,  are  being  trained  in  the 
technical  department,  and  are  receiving  ordinary  instruction  in 
Evening  School. 

The  Lord  Bishop  of  Bristol  held  a Service  of  Con- 
C6NFIRMATI0N.  firmation  in  the  School  on  the  20th  ol  January  last, 
when  21  candidates  were  presented — 8 girls  and  13 
boys. 

STAFF.  There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
staff  during  the  past  year. 

The  Rev.  C.  F.  Hardy,  the  Chaplain  and  Superintendent,  who 
did  much  good  work  during  a difficult  period  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution,  especially  when  it  was  being  re-organised  in  consequence 
of  the  opening  of  the  new  buildings,  resigned  his  position  in  the 
summer,  in  order  to  act  as  Principal  at  the  Yorkshire  School  for 
the  Blind,  in  his  native  county. 
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Mr  P Gray,  who  had  been  a most  successful  Head-master  in 
this  School  for  eight  years,  both  at  Park  Street  and  after  its 
removal  to  Westbury-on-Trym,  and  who  since  that  time  was 
Principal  of  the  School  of  the  Montreal  Association  for  the  Blind 
for  two  years,  returned  to  us  from  < anada,  as  Principal  on  the 
lsi  of  September,-  1915,  as  the  successor  to  Mr.  Hardy,  lor  the 
present  Mr.  Gray  is  also  fulfilling  the  position  of  Head-master  for 
Mr.  Cowan,  who  now  holds  a Commission  m the  Army,  having 
been  granted  temporary  absence  from  the  School  for  the  duration 
of  the  War. 


In  the  interval  between  his  leaving  and  the  arrival  ot  Mr.  (.ray, 
the  duties  of  Head-master  were  undertaken  by  Mr.  James,  our 
Music-master,  to  whom  the  Committee  feel  much  indebted. 


The  duties  of  Chaplain  are  being  kindly  undertaken  by  the  Rev. 
Percy  Brent,  M.A..  whose  great  interest  in  the  School  and  in  the 
welfare  of  the  pupils  is  shown  by  the  large  amount  of  time  and  work 
he  devotes  to  the  Institution. 


Miss  Fricke,  Assistant  Mistress,  left  in  February  last,  in  order 
to  undergo  a further  course  of  training,  and  her  place  has  been 
taken  by"  Miss  Walker,  a trained  certificated  teacher. 

Miss  Lye,  Assistant  Mistress,  passed  the  examination  of  the 
College  of  teachers  of  the  Blind  in  May  last,  and  all  other  members 
of  the  staff  who  do  not  already  hold  the  recognised  qualifications 
for  teaching  the  Blind,  are  preparing  for  the  same  examination. 


This  large,  modern  School  offers  ideal  facilities  for 
EDUCATION,  the  mental  training  of  those  entrusted  to  its  care. 

The  teachers  have  to  be  specialists,  and  much  real 
enthusiasm  must  be  manifested  if  the  best  results'  are  to  be  obtained. 
The  scheme  of  instruction  embraces : — Reading  and  Writing  in  the 
Braille  System,  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography,  Graded  Nature 
Study,  Typewriting  and  Braille  Shorthand,  together  with  many 
activities  which  were  formerly  denied  those  unable  to  see. 
Throughout  the  School  the  general  condition  is  encouraging  and 
hopeful,  and  teachers  and  pupils  alike  are  working  most  con- 
scientiously. Every  possible  care  is  exercised  to  implant  a desire 
for  self-help  in  the  children,  the  result  of  which  is  so  very  impor- 
tant in  after-life.  A Reference  Library  has  been  put  at  the  disposal 
of  the  pupils,  where  those  desirous  of  studying  Braille  literature 
may  do  so  in  silence,  and  excellent  books  of  all  kinds  are  in  this 
valuable  collection. 

Dr.  L.  E.  Wilson,  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
government  Board  of  Education,  visited  and  inspected  the  School 
INSPECTION.  0n  February  1st,  1916.  No  formal  report  has  been 
received,  but  she  expressed  herself  well  satisfied  with 
her  investigations. 
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Mr.  P.  B.  Jones,  Inspector  of  Special  Schools  under  the  London 
County  Council,  spent  a day  in  the  School  in  November,  and,  as 
the  result  ot  his  visit,  a most  favourable  report  was  received  by  the 
Committee. 


Some  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  this  department 
MUSIC,  during  the  past  year.  The  Practical  Examination 
Results  created  a record  for  the  School.  Three  pupils 
were  entered  for  the  Trinity  College  Local  Examinations  in  Organ- 
playing, open  to  sighted  and  blind  children.  All  gained  Honours, 
one  obtaining  92  marks,  which  was  the  second  highest  number  of 
marks  gained  in  all  Bristol  out  of  a large  number  of  candidates. 

Eight  pupils  were  entered  for  the  Examination  of  the  Incor- 
porated Society  of  Musicians  in  Piano-playing,  and  all  passed. 
Two  gained  Honours  and  the  other  six  gained  Distinction,  this 
needing  75  per  cent,  of  the  maximum  marks  obtainable.  Two  others 
were  examined  in  Grade  IV.  (Advanced),  this  being  the  Highest 
Grade  ever  taken  by  any  pupil  of  this  School.  One  pupil  gained 
a Scholarship  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind  in  London, 
awarded  through  Gardner’s  Trust. 

A Choral  Class  has  been  formed,  which  is  attended  by  nearly 
all  the  pupils  in  the  School.  Some  excellent  work  is  done  in  this 
Class,  and  the  singing  was  favourably  commented  upon  at  the 
Christmas  Concert,  which  was  attended  by  a large  and  appreciative 
audience  of  our  Bristol  friends. 

The  following  is  the  Report  upon  the  Diocesan  In- 
DIOCESAN  spection  held  on  the  21st  of  June,  1915: — “Lowest 
INSPECTION.  Class — simple  and  clear  teaching,  evidently  producing 
good  results.  Class  IV. — Scripture  very  good; 
Catechism,  well  known  and  fully  explained.  Class  III.— work 
good  throughout.  Senior  Division — work  good  in  Scripture; 
Catechism  carefully  explained.  In  the  School  generally,  the 
memory  work  is  exceptionally  good.”

Much  importance  is  attached  to  manual  training 
MANUAL  throughout  the  pupils’  career.  It  is  on  manual 
TRAININC.  dexterity  that  all,  or  nearly  all  of  them,  must  depend 
for  their  future  success.  Mat-making  has  been  added 
to  the  industries  in  the  boys’  technical  branch,  the  benefit  of  which 
has  already  been  proved  by  the  fact  that  two  boys,  who  showed 
verv  inferior  ability  as  basket-workers,  are  giving  very  good  promise 
as  mat-makers.  A new  teacher  has  been  appointed  for  the  senior 
girls’  technical  branch,  and  a decided  improvement  is  already 
noticeable. 
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Great  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  physical  training 
PHYSICAL  of  the  pupils,  a matter  which  is  usually  found  to  have 
TRAINING,  been  neglected  prior  to  their  admission.  I hey  are 
very  rarely  trained  at  home  in  those  habits  of  self- 
reliance,  which  are  so  essential  to  their  future  welfare. 

The  School  Gymnasium,  which  is  large  and  well -equipped,  is 
admirably  adapted  for  its  purpose,  and  the  pupils  much  enjoy  their 
exercises,  there  being  a very  healthy  rivalry  amongst  them. 

Swimming,  one  of  the  best  recreations  for  the  development  of 
the  Blind,  has  unfortunately  been  abandoned  for  the  past  season, 
owing  to  the  great  distance  from  the  baths,  but  it  is  sincerely  hoped 
that  it  may  be  found  possible  soon  to  resume  these  lessons.  A 
swimming  bath  in  the  School  would  be  an  immense  gain. 


The  School  has  an  excellent  Troop  of  Boy  Scouts,  fully 
BOY  enrolled  and  provided  with  uniforms.  The  Rev.  Mr. 

SCOUTS.  Brent  is  Chaplain  to  the  Troop,  and  Mr.  Gray  acts  as 
Scoutmaster.  The  Troop  is  known  as  the  65th  Bristol 
Boy  Scouts,  and,  as  a result  of  this  movement,  there  is  a marked 
improvement  in  the  discipline  and  behaviour  of  the  boys.  The 
Troop  holds  its  own  well  among  the  Scout  organisations,  and  a 
good  number  of  its  members  possess  efficiency  badges.  The  Tug- 
of-war  Championship,  held  at  the  recent  Sports  for  Bristol  West, 
was  actually  won  by  our  boys. 


The  pupils  are  examined  from  time  to  time  by  the  School 
HEALTH.  Medical  Officer,  who  visits  the  School  when  required. 

The  general  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory during  the  year,  although  bad  throats  and  severe  colds  have 
been  rather  frequent.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  so  that 
the  Dentist  inspects  the  teeth  of  the  whole  School  three  times 
annually,  besides  attending  to  all  necessary  cases  at  his  surgery'. 


The  accounts  for  the  last  year,  presented  with  this 
FINANCE.  Report,  show  considerable  increases  both  in  expenditure 
and  receipts.  The  higher  cost  of  provisions,  materials 
and  maintenance  has  been  a serious  matter  in  the  past  year,  and  is 
likely  to  be  even  more  so  in  the  immediate  future.  It  is  a matter 
for  thankfulness,  however,  that  by  means  of  strict  economy  the 
Committee  have  been  enabled  to  continue  all  the  branches  of  their 
work  with  undiminished  efficiency.  Legacies,  which  have  always 
been  an  uncertain,  but  most  welcome,  source  of  income,  have 
reached  a total  well  above  the  average,  and  the  whole  amount  has 
been  invested,  largely  in  the  War  Loan  (Exchequer  Bonds),  and 
the  remainder  in  a Colonial  Security  of  a similar  character.

■ he  sum,  given  by  the  Annual  Subscribers  for  the 
SUBSCRIPTIONS  general  purposes  of  the  Institution,  is  a seriously 
AND  small  one,  viz.,  ,£231,  and  by  Donations  £26;  less 
DONATIONS,  than  a half  subscribed  for  the  same  purpose  ten  or 
twelve  years  ago,  while  the  special  fund  for  the 
Home  Teaching  Branch,  kindly  collected  by  several  ladies,  amount- 
ing to  £111,  leaves  this  part  of  the  work  with  a deficit  of  £60  on 
the  working  of  last  year.  It  is  a cause  of  anxiety  Ur  the  Committee 
that  the  Annual  Subscription  List  is  so  small.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Committee  are  extremely  grateful  for  the  support  accorded  to 
the  Blind  Workers’  Help  Fund  by  way  of  subscriptions,  which 
amounted  to  ,£235  ; this  part  of  our  financial  arrangements  needs 
special  mention.  The  income  from  Subscriptions  and  from  the 
special  Endowment  Fund  has  been  expended  by  way  of  weekly 
Grants  to  Blind  Workers,  and  fortunately  it  is  available  at  a time 
when  such  assistance  is  very  much  needed  owing  to  the  increased 
cost  of  living. 

The  total  numbers  employed  during  the  year  have 
WORKSHOPS,  been  somewhat  less  than  for  two  or  three  years,  several 
partially  Blind  workers  having  found  employment 
elsewhere.  Three  of  the  sighted  staff  have  been  actively  employed 
in  the  Army.  The  Basket  Department  has  been  very  busy,  largely 
with  Government  work.  The  general  work  in  the  Brush,  Mat  and 
Chair-seating  Departments  has  been  brisk.  Unfortunately  there 
has  not  been  the  demand  for  the  work  of  the  women  in  the  Knitting 
Department  that  was  experienced  during  the  previous  year,  and 
the  attention  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  is  directed  to  the  need  for 
increased  support  by  purchase  in  this  department. 

The  provision  of  so  many  departments  of  labour  does  not, 
perhaps,  tend  to  such  an  economical  working  as  a smaller  number 
would,  but  it  gives  greater  opportunity  to  Blind  workers  to  find 
some  occupation  by  which  they  may  support  themselves,  and  for 
this  purpose  the  additional  expense  is  justified.  The  work  of  our 
travelling  saleswoman  in  other  towns  is  being  re-organised,  and  the 
assistance  of  ladies  at  a distance  is  very  valuable  to>  her  and  much 
appreciated. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  conditions,  under  which  the 
Blind  are  working,  have  been  materially  improved  during  the  past- 
five  years.  Whilst  the  women  employed  have  increased  in  numbers 
by  only  three,  and  the  men  by  seven,  the  total  income  of  our  Blind 
workers  has  increased  rear  by  vear,  as  the  following  figures  will 
show  : — 1911,  £2,156 : 1912, ' £2,086 ; 1913.  ,£2.753;  1914, 
£2,819;  1915,  ,£3.539.

advantage  to  our  Blind  workers,  and  to  those  disabled  men  wlu> 
return  from  the  War  with  their  earning  capacity  impaired  by  their 
various  injuries. 


The  Committee  have  always  done  their  best  to 
HOME  encourage  Home  Workers,  who  have  learnt  their  trade 
workers,  in  the  School  or  Workshops,  under  what  might  be 
called  the  “ Bristol  System.”  Pupils,  on  leaving,  are 
given  a grant  towards  starting  a business  in  such  trades  as  Basket- 
making  or  Mat-making,  where  such  a start  is  thought  reasonably 
likely  to  prove  successful.  They  are  afterwards  assisted  b>  being 
provided  with  materials  at  cost  price,  tools,  etc.,  and  during  the 
past  year  most  encouraging  reports  have  been  received  from  many 
of  these  workers.  The  General  Manager  has  visited  many  of  them, 
especially  in  the  country  districts,  and  the  demand  for  their  skilled 
work  has  resulted  in  better  orders  for  these  men  and  women. 


The  Committee  have,  for  a long  time,  felt  anxious 
HOSTEL.  about  the  welfare  of  some  of  the  young  women  who 
have  to  live  in  lodgings  in  order  to  get  employment 
in  the  Workshops.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  get  suitable  lodgings 
which  are  healthy  and  respectable,  and  where  food  and  other  con- 
ditions are  adequate  for  delicate  girls,  at  the  rate  at  which  they 
can  afford  to  pay. 

The  Committee  have,  therefore,  decided  to  set  up  a small 
Hostel  to  accommodate  from  12  to  16  women,  believing  that  the 
charges  will  meet  a considerable  proportion  of  the  current  expen- 
diture. As,  however,  it  would  be  impossible  to  make  such  an 
Institution  quite  self-supporting,  if  the  inmates  are  to  gain  much  by 
it,  the  Committee  have  embarked  on  this  scheme  because,  after 
much  careful  investigation,  they  are  convinced  of  the  need  of  it. 

They  have  found  a suitable  Home  at  22.  Hampton  Park,  and 
they  hope  to  secure  the  services  of  a motherly  working  matron, 
who  will  make  the  Home  a happy  one  for  the  Blind  girls.  They 
take  this  opportunity  of  asking  for  the  interest  and  help  of  all 
friends  of  the  Royal  School  for  the  Blind  in  this  new  branch  of 
work. 


The  visits  of  our  three  Blind  teachers  and  the  books 
in  Braille  and  in  Moon  raised  types,  which  they  lend, 
are  much  appreciated,  as  is  also  the  general  assistance 
they  render  to  many  isolated  persons  in  and  near 
Bristol.

The  usual  teas  and  entertainments  have  been 
ENTERTAINMENTS  given  to  and  by  the  Blind  during  the  past  year, 
including  a tea  and  entertainment  at  the  Work- 
shops to  disabled  soldiers.  These  gatherings  are  much  appreciated, 
as  “'all  work  and  no  play”  makes  even  Blind  people  dull. 
Arrangements  have  just  been  completed  to  start  a tea  and  cocoa 
canteen  for  the  workers,  and  it  bids  fair  to  be  a success,  the  expense 
being  shared  by  the  Committee  and  the  workers. 

The  Committee  desire  to  extend  their  grateful  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Sewell,  who  has  kindly  given  to  each  Blind  female  worker  an 
invitation  to  spend  a summer  outing  at  her  holiday  home  at 
Winscombe.  This  has  been  much  appreciated  and  will  be  most 
beneficial. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  express  the  hope  that  the  Divine 
Blessing  may  continue  to  rest  upon  their  efforts.
